that fuch trees as ftand fingle, and are 
advanced to a confiderable fize, continue 
to increafe In quantity very much; fo 
that every one Ww ho has fuch trees, ought 
to preferve them with care, as they ;

adding to the ftock of the proprietor ina 
much higher degree than anv interef? he 
could get for the money which he would 
draw trom felling them. 

It is likewiie worth remarking, that, 
of all the trees mentioned in this table, 
none of them (except the large thriving 
ath, N° x.) advance fo faft as the oak, 
I would with that m 1y countrymen would 
pay a particular attention to this circum- 
ftance, becaufe there feems to be a ge- 
neral prejudice among the people of 
Scotland againft this noble tree, fo jufl- 
ly termed the King of tte woods, they 1ma- 
gining, from its flow progrefs at firft, 
and the length of time that it continucs to 
thrive, that it makes but very little pro- 
grefs ; but this notion ts fufficiently re- 
futed by experience, as this table fhows, 
It is worth obferving, that even Mr 
Marfham himieif was deceived by this 
tree, as he had imagined that N° 2. was 
paft thriving, and yet it increafed, in 
fixteen years, 41 cubic feet ; which, at 
the ordinary felling price of "that wood, 
is worth 4]. Sterling and upwards. I 
fhall not now take up more of your 
time; but may, perhaps, on fome fu- 
ture occalion, fend you fome further re- 
marks upon this fubject.

compared with that of Noah, Shem, and 
their immediate fuccefiors, who lived s00 
or 600 years. Butif, fays our author, we 
bring Job down to later times, we fhall fee 
the propriety of calling him old and full of 
days: tor aac was only 180 years old when 
he died, and he is likewife faid to have been 
old and full of days. 5. The mention of the 
{pear, the fhield, the horfe, and the trumpet, 
is a circumftance no wife favourable to the 
fentiments of thofe who contend for the ve- 
ry high antiguity of the book of Job. The 
moft early method of war was more fimple. 
6. In the Mofaic hiftory we find that Buz, 
the father of the Buzites, was the fon of Na- 
hor, the brother of Abraham: Elihu there- 
force, whois ftyled a Buzite, and of courfe 
Job his cotemporary, mult have lived attee 
the time of Abraham.
